was filed because he felt the awards 
were in viclauon of Article IV, Sec- 
tion 17 of the California Constitution 
Under the provisions of the Aru- 
cle, the Legislature has no power to 
grant, or to authorize a city, county or 
other public body to grant extra com- 
pensation or extra allowance to a pub- 
lic officer or public employee after

Group Heips People Cope With Classes And Exams

Stress affects our every moment 
Too much stress can kill but we can’t 
live without it. People must learn to 
live with positive stress through men- 
tal and physical relaxation, according 
to Sharon Jessup, Women's Stress 
Alternative (WSA) counseling intern 

WSA is a group designed to help 
women learn to cope and deal with 
everyday stressful situations in their 
lives. 

The organization has two compo- 
nents, according to Lucette Decore, 
acting director. It provides a series of 
workshops and support groups for 
communicating. The workshops 
teach skills such as coping and becom- 
ing assertive. They deal primarily 
with women's issues 

The second component WSA 
offers is a counseling service. The ser- 
vice is specifically focused on, but not 
limited to, women. Most of the coun- 
seling is for women with a chemical 
dependence. Decore explains that 
many women turn to drugs or alcohol 
to relieve pressures 

An upcoming series of workshops, 
“Relax a Moment,” will focus on 
techniques for stress reduction. The 
facilitator will be Jessup. The six 
workshops begin on Tuesday, May | 
from 7 to 9 p.m. and will continue 
each Tuesday night. They are indi- 
vidual workshops, yet each is related 
to the others. 

Jessup explained that techniques 
for coping with stress will be taught 
through examples of everyday 
situations. 

The main topics of the workshop 
are: Influencing the Environment/In- 
creased Awareness, Nutrition/Exer- 
cise, Progressive Relaxation/ Medita- 
tion, and Self-Hypnosis, Time Man- 
agement, and Massage. 


The workshops will deal mainly 
with what is going on in a person’s life 
right now that’s causing stress, where 
to put that stress, and how to deal 
with it, according to Jessup 

“Being a student is very stressful,” 
stated Jessup. She said many students 
that go through the workshops are 
surprised at the impact it’s had on

The CSUS student government should critically 
examine the policies of the university administration 
and work with campus administrators to promote 
student interests, according to Associated Students 
Inc. presidential candidate Cyndi Clarke 

Clarke heads a slate that includes Taeisha 
Mukasa and Dan Romero, candidates for the execu- 
tive and financial vice president positions, and P 
Anthony Thomas, the senate chair candidate 

If elected, Clarke hopes to increase student influ- 
ence on management of the University Union, 
increase support for financially troubled athletic 
programs, and question university pohcies on a 
number of issues including use of the Social Security 
number for student idenufication 

“Students should question university rule and 
(Hornet) Foundation rule,” said Clarke, currently 
an ASI senator. Because $3 of each student's regis- 
tration fee goes to the University Union, a portion of

ASI ACTIVITY FEE INCREASE 

Since the beginning of ASI in 
1947, the activity fee has remained 
steady at $10 per semester per stu- 
dent. Since then, the programs funded 
by ASI have continued to increase 
without subsequent funding in- 
creases. 

Last fall, the student body passed a 
$2.50 increase in the activity fee for a 
fund to improve the Children’s Cen- 
ter, which is in serious disrepair. The 
fee now stands at $12.50 per 
semester. 

ASI officials now argue that the 
cost of the programs provided has 
become prohibitive given the current 
fee total. The scope and quality of the 
current ASI programs is not sustaina- 
ble at the $12.50 level. 

Now on the ballot is a proposal to 
increase the activity fee, paid as a 
package with the academic fees, 
$1.50 per year for the next five years. 
Thus, in five years, the ASI activity

STATE HORNET RESOLUTION 

The final, modified version of The 
State Hornet resolution asks for 4 50- 
cent, per semester, per student 
increase in the ASI activity fee 

The reason for separating The 
Hornet and general fee increases ts to 
morally guarantee the newsaper fund- 
ing be tied to student enrollment 
Part of the Hornet resolution 1s 4 
recommendation from the students 
that this 50-cent increase be used for 
annual grants to the Hornet 


Since early this year, The State 
Hornet has experienced financial 
troubles caused by increasing Costs 
and decreasing revenues. The Hornet 
argues that the costs are unavoidable 
if semi-weekly production 1s to con- 
tinue. Meanwhile, advertising and 
university funding revenues have 
stayed even while ASI (or student) 
funding has dropped irom $20,000 to 
$2,050. 


The question posed to the students 
is: Should the student body return the 
funding of The State Hornet to its 
original level. If so, then the proposed 
fee increase should be passed and the
